hill dominating a fortified ridge 
protecting the northern side of the 
island.

the viewpoints of a Yankee, is 
that the "Act of Chapultepec" 
originates among our good neigh- 
bors and not in the United States. 
This means, as J sec it, that there 
probably is a Jot less suspicion of 
Uncle Sam's motives than there 
has been in some quarters here- 
tofore. Maybe his attitude in this 
xvar has made it clear that he real- 
ly has no designs against any- 
body, but is honestly interested in 
the xvclfare of his fclloxx-s. 


Hoxvcvcr that may be, it must 


be admitted that when nations en- 
ter such a pact they xvant to knoxv 
a lot about their partners. One as- 
sumes that under a Western Hem- 
isphere pact the United States 
might be asked by smaller nations 
to deal xvith any infraction of the 
peace xvhere force xvas necessary. 
If that assumption is correct, then 
the "Act of Chapultepec" is dou- 
bly a vote of confidence in Uncle 
Sam. 


The probabilities are that the 


punitix-e m e a s u r e s threatened 
xx-ould in themselx-ps be sufficient 
to maintain peace. Nations aren't 
going to practice aggression if 
they knoxv they're going to be pun- 
ished. 
, 


In considering Pan American 


machinery for 
enforcing peace, 


from both internal and external 
aggression, my thoughts immedi- 
ately turned to the possibilities of 
the great United States air-naval 
base which Washington acquired 
in the British colony of Trinidad 
in 1940 on a 99-year lease. 
It 


should be said immediately that 
this is purely my oxvn Idea. I 
haven't even heard it mentioned. 


I first became interested in the 


potentialities of Trinidad and the 
adjacent Gulf of Paria as a base 
several years ago xvhcn I spent 
considerable time there. 
Experts 


told me that the huge and xx-oll 
protected gulf xx-ould house an un- 
limited navy, and Trinidad has 
ample facilities for air'ficlds. 


The main point, hoxvever, is that 


this big island .and its vast har- 
bor are so centrally situated that 
naval and air forces can strike 
in any direction easily. They could 
quickly reach the Panama Canal, 
all South America, all North 
America, and the West Indies. 


It xvould make an admirable po- 


lice station—if all the American 
nations agreed to employ its fa- 
cilities. 


As a post-script it may be said 


that it would be great if England 
would make It possible for the 
United States to acquire Trinidad 
for keeps.
